LONDON, Aug. 6.—That the prac- 


tical results of the Washington con- 
ference cannot be reckoned upon 
with any degree of confidence, is the 
conclusion of the Japanese press ani 
public opinion in Japan, according to 
a long statement communicated to 
the London newspapers by the Jap- 
anese Embassy. 

That there existed some miscon- 
ception of President Harding's invi- 
tation for a conference for the dis- 
cussion of armament limitation and 
Pacific questions is indicated by a 
summary of the proceedings ot the 
imperial conference, issued last eve 
ning at the conclusion of the last ses- 


sion of that body. 
Future of Far East. 

In accordance with the suggestion, 
which was’ believed to have been 
made by the American Government 
that the conference on disarmament 
should be preceded by friendly con- 
versations or. consultations between 
the Powers principally concerned in 
the future of the Far East and the 
Pacific, says the summary, the im- 
perial conference, anxious that, for 
the Anglo-Japanese agreement there 
should be substituted some larger 
arrangement between the three great 
Powers concerned, namely, the 
United States, Japan and Great Brit- 
ain, and holding the firm conviction 
that the later discussions on dis- 
armament, to which they attached 
transcendent importance, could best 
be made effective by a previous mu- 
tual understanding on Pacific ques- 
tions between those Powers, dis- 
cussed these preliminary conversa- 
tions or consultations, which the 
American Government had in prin- 
ciple agreed should be held in Lon- 
don. 

Some Misunderstanding. 

When it transpired, continues the 
summary, that there was some mis- 
understanding as to the nature of 
the suggested preliminary conversa- 
tions, the British Government, in a 
desire to remove any possible mis- 
conception, and to meet what it be- 
Neved to be American view, volun- 
teered to attend a meeting on the 
other side of the Atlantic, at which 
the agenda of the Washington con- 
ference could be discussed. 

Premier Lloyd George, Marquis 
Curzon and the dominion premiers 
Were prepared to attend such a 
meeting if invited by the American 
Government. Japan also had signi- 
fled her willingness to attend. The 
American Government, however, did 
hot favor the idea, which according- 
ly was dropped. 

At no stage was it stated that the 
result of such consultation should 
either anticipate the work or tie the 
hands of the Washington conference. 
On the other hand, the Imperial 
conference made the proposal be- 
Cause it was anxious to remove 
*Yery possible obstacle from the 
Path of the Washington meeting, 
Which it desired to see attended by 
full success. 

Foreign Affairs and Defense. 

The summary declares that the 
sreater part of the proceedings of 
the Imperial conference relating :0 
foreign affairs and defense was of & 
fonfidential character, but that the 
“iscussions revealed a unanimoue 
*Pnion as to the main lines to be fol-

NEGROES DRIVEN QUT 
DF TOWN AFTER KILLING 


Two Hundred Men at Dixon, IIL, 
Stage Demonstration Follow- 
ing Death of Ex-Soldier 
in Resort. 


By the Associated Press. 
DIXON, Hil, Aug. 6.—Two hun- 


dred men from Dixon and Polo, 
home of William Coffey, world war 
veteran, who was killed in a resort 
Monday night, last night staged 


demonstrations before negro tene- 
ments and drove a number of ne- 
groes out of town. During a se- 


vere storm early this morning eight) 


men set fire to a resort east of here, 
the building and contents being en- 
tirely destroyed. The owner and in- 
mates had fled from the locality 
Monday evening following the mur- 
der of Coffey, for which three ne- 
groes have been held to the grand 
jury. Vractically all undesirable 
negroes have left Dixon and the au- 
thorities have no fear. of further 
trouble. 

Very little disorder accompanied 
the demonstration, as the few ne- 
groes offered no resistance. The 
authorities have not indicated that 
they contemplate any action against 
the men in the crowd. 

Sheriff Schoenholz early last even- 
ing called in all his deputies, ordered 
the three negroes held for the mur- 
der of Coffey to get up and dress 
and made arrangements to hurry his 
prisoners to Rockford for safekeep- 
ing. The Sheriff today maintained a 
guard of considerable size about the 
jail and will take additional precau- 
tionary measures tonight. 

City authorities assured negroes 
who are known as law-abiding citi- 
zens that they will be given every 
protection should a mob be or- 
ganized tonight. |

Bullet Holes and Stains in 
Place Southeast of City 
Found After Policemen 


Hear of Quarrel There. 


CARETAKER ARRESTED 
IN OWNER’S ABSENCE 


Investigators Convinced That 
Victim Was Not Killed 
Where Body Was Discov- 
ered in Auto. 


The finding of bullet holes in floors 
and walls, and stains, believed to be 
blood spots, at the Family Clubhouse, 
a roadhouse at the Tesson and Mu- 
sick roads, St. Louis County, ear'y 
today strengthened the police in thel: 
theory that Ear] Bolin, 27 years old, 
of 1716A South Seventh street, re- 
puted gangster, was not shot and 
killed at the place where his body 
was found in an automobile on 
Loughborough avenue near Morgan- 
ford ‘road Thursday night. 

Persons living in the neighborhood 
of the clubhouse, which is southwest 
of the city, informed the police that 
they heard men quarreling there 
Thursday night and then heard shots, 
after which several automobiles sped 
away from the place. 

President Miller of the Police. 
Board and Detective Chief Hoagland 
visited the roadhouse last night and 
arrested the proprietor, James Wiss- 
ler, formerly an employe of the St. 
Louis police telegraph and fire alarm 
system, who said that he had pur- 
chased the place recently for $1500, 
and he added that he had bought a 


“cemetery.” “Business is certainly 
dead around here,”’ he said. 

Later, when a search of the cellar 
disclosed 60 gallons of supposed 
home brew the police turned Wissler 
over to the Night Sheriff of St. 
Louis County. 


Caretaker Is Arrested. 

Wissler later was released on bond 
accepted by the Sheriff's office and 
was told to report at Clayton today. 
This morning policemen of the 
Mounted District arrested Harry 
Farnum, who said he was employed 
as caretaker at the roadhouse. Wiss- 
ler appeared at Clayton this morning 
and was arrested and taken to the 
Mounted District station. 

The club is a short distance from 
the Gravois road which, the police 
say, would have been the most con- 
venient route from a point in the 
southwestern part of the county to 
the place where Bolin’s body was 
found. 

Search for a Companion. 

The police are searching for Mar- 
tin Miller, 27 years old, of 1108 
South Fourth street, said by three 
persons to have been the man who 
was with Bolin Thursday afternoon 
when Bolin took Mrs. Laura King 
from the Bolin hon.» to her home, 
8436 Pennsylvania avenue, in his 
automotile. This information was 
given by Bolin’s father, Martin Bo- 
lin, and by Mrs. Leona Fritz, 1718 
South Seventh street, and Mrs. Mag- 
gie Heckel, 313 Geyer avenue. 

They said Miller drove the ma- 
chine and Bolin and Mrs. King were 
in the rear seat. Mrs. King hus said 
she knew nothing of Bolin’'s move- 
ments after heeft her at her home 
about 6 p. m. Thursday. His body 
was found at 11:45 p. m. 

Leaves Home Wednesday. 

Miller had been renting a stable 
at 1618 South Seventh street from 
Bolin’s father. He kept a horse 
there. It was learned by the police 
that Miller sold the horse Wednes- 
day and notified the elder’ Bolin 
that he was vacating the stable. At 
Miller’s home, policemen were told 
Miller had not been there’ since 
Wednesday night, the night before 
the shooting. 

An inquest was begun today, but 
was continued until Monday. Mrs. 
King testified that Miller was with 


her and Bolin when she was driven | 


to her home in Bolin’s machine. She 
said she understood Miller and Bo- 
lin intended to go to “some club” 
after leaving her at her home. The 
Coroner ordered that Mrs. King be 
held by the police for further ques- 
tioning when the inquest is re- 
sumed. 

Frank Schutz of 4329 Loughbor- 
ough avenue, near the place where 
Bolin's body was found, testified 
that he heard no shots in the neigh- 
borhood Thursday night. c

Soap Co. in front of 117 East Grand |

STANDING JOKE OF 
DOLLAR SIGN ON 
CHURCH DISCLOSED 


Architect Quoted as Saying He 
Designed Mark for ‘‘Bride’s 
Door” of New York Edifice.

NEW YORK, Aug. 6.—The New 


York World today disclosed a stand- 
ing joke that it says has been per- 
petrated for years by architects of 


the million dollar St. Thomas’ Epis- 
copal Church on the dozens of fash- 
lonable brides who have gone to the 
altar through the famous “bride’s 
door” since the church was complet- 
ed ten years ago. 

Carved into the granite capital 
over the door, says the newspaper, is 
a huge dollar sign, slightly conven- 
tionalized but unmistakable. A pho- 
tograph of the door, reproduced to 
bear out the story, shows a beautiful 
and finely chiseled decoration sur- 
mounted by a double panel on one 
side of which is carved a conven- 
tional true lovers’ knot and on the 
other the somewhat similar but 
Strikingly different “dollar mark.” 

E. Donald Ross, architect, who 
was head draftsman for Cram, 
Goodhue & Ferguson, designers of 
the church, is quoteod as having ad- 
mitted designing the dollar mark, 
Saying it was “done in fun"’ and as- 
serting he couldn't see that it was a 
subject"for newspaper comment. He 
referred his inquisitor to R. Good- 
hue, intimating the design was his 
idea. Goodhue proved to be absent 
from the city.

The Rev. Dr. Ernest M. Stires, rec- 
tor of St. Thomas’, said he believed 
the dollar mark story was “‘a figment 
of the imagination.” 


RAIL ALLOWANCES WILL NOT 
COVER “INEFFICIENCY OF LABOR” 


I. O. ©. Rules Carriers Must Stand 
Losses Incidental to Inabilty 
t of Employes, 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Cost of 


labor allowances to railroads for the 
six months’ guarantee period, fol- 


lowing Government control, will in- 
clude only increased wages and not 
alleged “‘ineffictency of labor’ fac- 
tors under a decision handed down 
today by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. 

Under the ruling the carriers must 
stand any loss incidental to alleged 
unwillingness or inability of labor to 
perform during the guarantee pe- 
riod of private control as much work 
as before the war. The question in- 
volves the basis of claims by = the 
railroads against the Government 
for labor costs in operation and 
maintenance. 


ROBBERS FIND “NOTHING WORTH 
TAKING” IN ROTHSCHILD HOME 


Don’t Mention This Because No 
Harm Was Donec, They Tell 
Caretaker.

PARIS, Aug. 6.—Burglars  en- 
tered the palatial mansion of James 
de Rothschild Thursday night, but 
after ransacking the house from top 
to bottom, left without taking any 
loot. The building is situated at the 
corner of Avenue Friedland and Rue 
Tilsitt, a few yards from the Ameri- 
can passport bureau. It contains a 
collection of old masters worth sev- 
eral million francs. 

The caretaker who was in charge 
of the residence in the absence of 
the family received a telephone call 
last night from the burglars, who 
said: “Do not mention this mat- 
ter to the police, as no harm was 
done, and we found nothing -worth 
taking.”

Mrs. Madeline Oberchain 
With J. B. Kennedy When 
He Is Shot to Death at 
Summer Cottage. 


SHOT IN BACK OF 
HEAD WITH SHOTGUN 


Divorced Wife of Chicago 
Attorney Says She Saw 
Two Roughly Dressed Men 
Disappear in Bushes.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 6.— 
John B. Kennedy, 26, Los Angeles 
insurance broker, was shot and killed 
late last night as he was entering 
his summer cottage at Beverely 
Hills, an exclusive residential suburb. 

Mrs. Madeline Oberchain of 
Evanston, Ill., who was with him, 
was held as a material witness. 

Mrs. Oberchain, who said she was 
formerly the wife of R. R. Ober- 
chain, attorney, of Chicago, from

Wind of This Morning Disturbs Wires Through- 
out the City—Wooden Tower on Lindell 
Near King’s Highway Blown Down. 


A wooden tower more than 150 
feet high used in the concrete work 
on the new apartment group being 


erected on the Bixby estate at Kings- 
highway and Lindell boulevard blew 
down during a wind and thunder 
today at 9:30 a. m. 

The tower fell upon the roof of 
the apartments. No one was injured 
and the damage was negligible. 

Many telephone and electric wires 
were blown down In all parts of the 
city. Ez.ectric service was _ inter- 
rupted for a shorw period. 

The rainfall was .28 of an inch. 
The storm was more severe in the 
West End than in other sections. A 
number of trees were reported blown 
down, ; 

A five-passenger automobile of 
Walter Gibson, a grocer of 5606 Mar- 
ket street, was parked on the east 
side of Sixth street, south of Mar- 
ket, when the storm came. It 
crossed to the west side of Sixth 
street and came to a halt on the 
sidewalk at the northwest corner of 
Sixth dnd Market etreets. 

The Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co. reported that 2000 telephones 
were out of service, as a result of 
the blowing down of wires in all 
parts of the city. The damage to

would be partly restored by evening 
and would be normal again by 
morning. 

The Kinloch Telephone Co. 


in St. Louis were put out of service 
by the storm, the principal. damage 
being caused by the blowing down of 
wires and by the fusing of wires and 
the blowing out of fuses by light- 
ning.

Deputies found the back of 
Kennedy’s head had been blown off, 
apparently by shot from a shotgun. 
Statement By Divorcee, 

Mrs. Oberchain in a formal state- 
ment to Deputy Sheriff Cronin, said 
she was 20 years old. Her former 
husband, she said, had been paying 
her $80 a month alimony. 

“Our home was really broken up 
from my love for Mr. Kennedy,” 
the statement continued. “Mr. 
Oberchain was willing for me to ob- 
tain the divorce if it would make me 
happy, but said he would willingly 
take me back. 

“T would have been married to 
Mr. Kennedy long ago but he could 
not overcome the objections of his 
mother, who, he told me, disliked 
me. I have known Mr. Kennedy 
five years and was to marry him, 
but for some reason I married Mr. 
Oberchain. My relations with Mr. 
Kennedy have always been of the 
best. Nothing of un improper na- 
ture ever occured. 

“He came to my room at the Alex- 
andria Hotel the other night. He 
kept pleading for me to marry him 
and to tell him so he would leave 
California and go East with me. 
finally induced him to leave 
room and he said he would if 
would promise to meet him when he 
telephoned. This I did yesterday. 
I don’t know who shot him or any- 
thing more than I have told.” 

Were Searching for Penny. 

Mrs. Oberchain said she and Kens» 
nedy had planned to dine at a coun- 
try club, but finding it closed, went 
to Kennedy's cottage. She stopped, 
she said, at the entrance while she 
looked for a “lucky penny” she had 
buried there. As they were searching 
for the coin the shot was fired. 

Mrs. Lizzie Besenty, a neighbor, 
told the Beverly Hills police she 
heard two shots, followed by the 
screaming of Mrs. Oberchain. . She 
said she saw an automobile disap- 
pearing down a drive near the cot- 
tage. 

Police records here show that 
Kennedy was attacked and beaten on 
the street about four years ago by 
two men, who he said were strang- 
ers to him. 

Investigators said the shot which 
killed Kennedy was fired from a dils- 
tance of about 30 feet. A revolver, 
fully loaded, was found beside the 
body. Mrs. Oberchain said this be- 
longed to Kennedy. She _ said the 
latter was not instantly killed, but 
said: “Good night, Madeline,” to her 
before expiring.

NO LIMIT TO BE PLACED ON 
NUMBER OF BEER PRESCRIPTIONS 


Regulations Understood to Await 
Only the Approval of Secre- 
tary Mellon.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Regula- 
tions which will permit the prescrip- 
tion as medicine of a case of beer at 


a time without HMmit to the number 
of prescriptions are understood to 
have been completed by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau and now await the 
decision of Secretary Mellon as to 
their*issuance. No action is expected 
before Monday, and this might be af- 
fected by congressional enactment 
of pending anti-beer legislation. 

Federal prohibition agents were 
warned last night by Commissioner 
Haynes against “a somewhat wide- 
spread feeling that section 365 or title 
2 of the national prohibition act is 
being enforced with unnecessary se- 
verity.” ‘The section provides for the 
assessment of double taxes, together 
with a penalty, for the illegal manu- 
facture or sale of intoxicating lNquor. 

Haynes also cautioned his agents 
against developing weak cases and 
declared that the efficiency of the 
force henceforth would be judged. 
not by the number of cases reported, 
but by the thoroughness with which 
they are developed.

If an American husband gets home 
at 10 o’clock after a day spent in 
the arduous pursuit of money and 
finds his wife out of the house at 
a lecture. a concert, or a dance, he 
does not blame—he applauds. 

She is representing him in the 
social world, and he will cheerfully 
carry on without wifely companion- 
ship until she returns. We are not 
like this in Britain, at any rate to 
the same extent, and probably never 
shall be and don’t want to be; but 
we are moving along at our usual 
jog-trot. 

Meanwhile, despite progress 
achieved in the great new rivalry, it 
cannot be contested that the major- 
ity of foreigners visiting Britain and 
studying its social conditions are 
simply amazed at the “sgubmissive- 
neas” of British wives. No doubt it 
is like their impudence to be amazed 
at the submissiveness of British 
wives, and British wives may resent 
the imputation, and British hus- 
bands may object to the foreigner 
making trouble in the British house- 
hold by his fll-timed criticism.
